Serious Disagreement Between Col. 
Mapleson and the Academy 
Directors. 


The Diva Positively Will Not Revisit Amert- 
ca—Her Matehless Voice Unim paired—De- 
mand for Her Presence in Europe—Inter- 
views With Her Managers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. \ 

New York, November 13.—The trouble between 
Mr. Mapleson and the directors of the Ac ademy of 
Music seems to be really very serious and, unless it 
is amicably settled, Mme. Patti's next three per- 
formances will be the last she will ever give in the 
Aéademy of Music. Thatis what her agent, Mr. 
Lavelili, said to your correspondent, who saw him 
in his room at the New York Hotel last evening. 

“Mme. Patti is annnounced for ‘Traviata,’ next 


Friday evening; ‘Semiramide,’ the following 
Wednesday, and ‘Martha’ at the matinee Novem- 
ber 22. These operas she will sing, but, from the 
present outlook, they wil) be the last. The fault 
does not lie with Colonel Mapleson. but with the 
directors. They refuse to give the Colonel the $%16.- 
000 guarantee fund which was pledged to Mme. 
Patti before she came here. The money, I under- 
stand, is all subscribed, but the 
directors are holding on to it, which, in 
-_y eyes, is a very shabby piece of business. Person- 
ally, neither Mme. Patti nor I have anything to do 
with the directors: we are under contract with 
Colonel Mapleson for forty performances and look 
to him to fulfill his share of the contract. If he 
doesnt, why then Mme. Patti will probably return 
to Europe. If the directors do not pay the money 
and the Colonel obtains it elsewhere, then he will 
probably have the Patti singin some other place 
than at the Academy. It seems_ to 
me that the directors do not appreciate what an ar- 
tiste Mme. Patti is. Just look at this... Mr. Lavelli 
showed the reporter a telegraphic request from 
Rochester offering the Patti 
$5,000 FOR A SINGLE CONCERT 

in that city to be given to-morrow evening. “TI had 
to refuse this offer,” he continued, “because Mme. 
Patti is under engagement with Col. Mapleson not to 
sing forany one but him. Bntthis shows how her 
talent isin demand. After she is gone the directors wil! 
discover what a vocal treasure they have lost, and 
na 90 will not sing again in this country for $10,0C0a 
night.” y 

‘*‘Has she taken that determination om account of 
this trouble?” 

“Oh, no; Mme. Pattiis not mercenary. In fact, 
she never bothers herself about money matters at 
all. I have been an artist myself I know how any 
worry, especially pecuniary ones, affect the voice, 
and I carefully refrain from informing her of any 
trouble of this sort. At the same _ time, 
as her business manager, it is my 
duty to see that any contract with her is fulfilled to 
the letter. No, her determination that this was to 
be her farewell tour in America was made before 
she left her castle of Craig-w nos in Wales. Her

INVENTORS’ FAIR. ; 


An International Exhibition to be Opened 
in London in 1885. 

New Yor, November 13.—It is officially an- 
nounced through the British Consulate that an In- 
ternational] Inventors’ Exhibition will be held in 
London in 1885, under the patronage of the Queen, 
the Presidency of the Prince of Wales. and the 
management of anexecutive council, composed of 
eminent Englishmen. It willbe opened in May at 
the Royal Horticultural Gardens in South Kensing- 
ton, and will remain open until the end of the year. 
In order that American inventors may occupy a 
prominent place in this universal exhibition, the 
latest date for receiving applications for space has 
been extended to December 31, 1854. The exhibition 
will consist of two grand divisions, each of which 
will be sub-divided into groups and classes. The 


first division will be devoted to inventions, 
and wiil embrace apparatus, appli- 
ances, processes and products invented 


or brought into use since 1862, when the Great 
World’s Fair was held in Crystal Palace. The ob- 
ect of this collection isto show the progress that 
as been made during the last quarter of a century 
inthe application of scientific discoveries to the 
purposes of daily life. There is ample scope for the 
display of American ingenuity as the exhibits will 
not be limited to important mechanical appliances 
and the utilization of natural products, but wilii in- 
clude “Yankee Notions” of ali descriptions. The 
second division will be devoted to music, in all its 
branches, chiefly musical instruments invented since 
the beginning of the present ceatury. Historic co}- 
lections of musical instruments and of pictures rep- 
resenting musical subjects, will form an incidentai 
feature of the exhibit. Medals in goid, silver and 
bronze, and diplomas of honor will be awarded on 
recommendation of the juries.

There is a good sized war brewing between the 
Texas and St. Louis and the Gould System. Ever 
since the opening of the Texas and St. Louis no 
very great effort has been made to do the Gould 
System much harm in its Texas passenger traffic, 
although a gradual squeezing in has been going on 
for more thana year.

and competitive points, touched by the Iron 
Mountain and Texas and Pacific. This train leaves 
the depot at 3 o'clock every afternoon, including 
Sunday. The regular Texas train will continue to 
leave at 8:50 p. m. as heretofore, but will take care 
of local trade principally, the 3 o'clock to be run As 
a fast express. ‘Will the Gould Line officials stand 
by and make no fight against this innovation” 
asked the reporter of one of the promineut officials 
whose road makes up a portion of the route. His 
reply was, “1 shouid think not; not by a great deal. 
Even now they have been making an effort to get 
the new train out of the way. [teil you it wasa 
big mistake for Gould to have let the Texas and St.

by Mrs. Berger for “Bonner,” was summoned before 
the Coroner.

“Do you still say you got four babies from Mme. 
Reed's establishment on Chouteau avenue” 

“Yes. sir, I do.” 

“These women deny your statement.” 

“Oh, that can’t be. They certainly are 
not such bad women as to say that they did not give 
the children to me.” . 

“They swear that they did not give you four 
children.” 

“Well, I don't know of anything toadd. Ionly 
know that I got the children there. I don’t know 
whether they know me or not. I don’t know which 
is the mother and which the daughter.” 

This was a deliberate lic, for when 
confronted by Madame Reid, she immediately 
said: “No, it was your mother I saw.”

~ SPRING ASPIRANTS. — 


A. N. De Menil the Possible Demo- 
cratic Nominee for Mayor. 


The Movement to Disband Pohlman’s Com- 

mittee Progresses—Some of the Legal 
, Features of the New York Situation Ana- 
lyzed—Police Board Gossip — Political 
Notes. 


There is now quite strong evidence that the City 
Democratic Central Committee, or at least the con- 
trolling element in it, has selected Mr. A. N. De 
Menil as its candidate for Mayor at the spring elec- 
tion, and arrangements have been almost perfected 
by which the nomination is to be secured to bim. 
One of the moves to that end was his election at the 
recent Democratic: convention to the position of 


Chairman, which course was agreed upon some 


time before by the men who have been conspicuous 
for years as manipulators of Democratic affairs for 
De Menil is very confi- 
dent that the nomination will be awarded 
him, and it is the understanding 


of the men who “‘make a stake” every time the 
Democratic Committee has work to be done that 
the De Menil barrel is a large one, and is to be liber- 
ally ng the day the nomination is given to him. 
The other gentlemen whose names are being men- 
tioned in connection with the mayorality are C. C. 
Rainwater, D. P. Rowland and M.D. Lewis. It is 
quite safe to say that if either of these gentlemen 
secures the nomination, it must be done in spite 
of the main machinery, rather than by its aid. In 
Republican circles the report is quite general to-day 
that Mayor Ewing has reconsidered his determina- 
tion to emigrate to Indiana at the close of his pres 
ent term, and that ifthe Republicans insist that he 
shall represent them in the spring fight, he will do 
so. J. G. Marriott is still talked of, and not a few of 
the Republican politicians are discussing R. L. 
Adreon as an available man, although he is under- 
stood to be an aspirant for the collectorship. 


The Result in New York. 
The local legal lights are devoting considerable 
time to-day to controversies as to whether it will 
be possible for the Republicans to prevent the issu- 
ance of certificates to New York's Democratic elect- 
ors, and thus, by throwing the election into the 
House of Representatives, rob Governor Hendricks 
once more of a splendid victory. The apprehen- 
sions among Democrats of a change in the figures of 
the returns have been quieted by the New York 
telegrams, but have only given place to other ap- 


prehensions that the New York county 
ecanvassers will be prevented from finishing 
their work in time to enable the 
State Board to declare the _ resuit. The 


Republican view is, that if the New York board 
fails to file its report with the State Board ov the 19th, 
which is the date fixed by law for the latter body 
to perform its duties, then the State cannot be re 
resented in the Electoral College. The Democratic 
view is that the State Board canadjourn from day 
to day, and is only bound to complete its labors in 
time to enabie the electors to hold their meeting on 
the date fixed by Federal statute. In support of 
this it is argued that the State Canvassing Board 
has the right to send back county returns for cor- 
rection, and this argues the right to adjourn from 
day to day. The tme fixed for the meeting 
of electors in each State is the first Wednesday in 
December, or two weeks from next Wednesday, 
and al! are agreed that unless New York is ready to 
vote by that date she is lost. Upto 10 o'clock last 
night the New York County Board had disposed of 
but three out of twenty-four of the assembly dis- 
tricts, or about one-eyhth of the whoie, and it is 
figured that if the Republicans hold the rate of 

rogress down to that figure they may yet elect a 
Vice-President by what is a trick m law and a fraud 
in fact.

Some 
of the property is assessed at a great deal more 
than its real value. A property-holder who 
had nothing to depend on but his property 
would be compelled to sell it to pay the tax. 
There are many cases in which the property 
would bring little more than the tax; many 
cases in which the good-will of a small dealer 
would be taken from him by such a sale with- 
out compensation; many cases of lease-holders 
who own only improvements, and who would 
be taxed the full value of their improvements. 
This is confiscation, and the City of St. Louis 
must not confiscate the property of its citi- 
zens. 


ILLINOIS returns show the following changes 
in the vote of that State in four years. In 1880 
the State cast a total of 622,312 votes, of which 
318,087 were cast for GARFIELD, 277,321 for 
HANCOCK, and 26,858 for WEAVER, with 506 
scattering. This year the total vote is 672,346, 
distributed as follows: BLAINE, 337,449; 
CLEVELAND, 512,320; BUTLER, 10,753, and Sr. 
JOHN, 11,824. The increase in the total vote 
is 50,054; the Republican vote has increased 
9,412; the Democratic vote has increased 34,999. 
While BLarne ran ahead of the Republican 
State ticket some three thousand votes, Car-

CONKLING’S COURSE. 


Evokes Some Vigerous 


From Angry Republicans. 


Some Causes Which May Have Led 
to the Ex-Senator’s Retainer. 


Tammany Shows a Murderous Disposition 
on the City Ticket, But is all Right for 
Cleveland—Elkins and Davenport do not 
Speak as They Pass By—Election Notes in 
the Metropolis. 


Py Telecraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, November 13.—The two leading topics 
in political circles yesteraay were the attitude of 
Roseoe Conkling in the official canvass contest and 
the pledges Governor Cleveland is alleged to have 
made the Independents prior to the election. The 
Fifth Avenue Hotel gossips have it that Mr. Conk- 
ling is not retained on Cleveland's side by a money 
consideration, but by a promise of the United 
States Senatorship, the understanding being that 
the Democratic Independents and Stalwart mem- 
bers of the Legislature will giadly pay for the dis- 
tinguished gentleman's services by returning him to 
the seat he left voluntarily. 
At the Manhattan Club last night an 
intimate friend of Mr. Conkling denounced 
the story as a iie, pure and simple. 
“Mr. Conkling has heard such an intimation as to 
his future,” said the Club man, “and only last night 
told me it was without an atom of fact to support 
it. In the first place, Mr. Conkling was all but pov- 
erty stricken when he left the Senate. He had less 
than $5,000 he could call hisown. He was always 
poor in office and always cramped for money. Now 
itis different. His practice is worth $1,500 per 
week, every week in tbe year, and he is 
making that much. Heis getting old and under- 
stands the vast number of cold days there are in 
this world for a poor old man, and you can put it 
down forafactthat heissaving up money for a 
rainy day. Hence he has no desire to go back to six 
years athard labor inthe Senate for less money 
than will pay his board. There can be no addition- 
al honors heaped upon Roscoe Conkling. 
He is the ‘one conspicuous figure’ in 
American politics to-day, against whom no 
man has ever pointed the finger of suspicioa. He 
is engaged by the National Democratic Committee 
precisely as he would be engaged by a private party 
in a private law-suit. There you have it, and all 
there is to it.” 

Despite this emphatic explanation from Mr. Conk- 
ling’s friend, hundreds of people believe differently. 
THE CLEVELAND PLEDGES 

are said to be three in number: First, that he will 
use his power to help Mayor Seth Low of Brooklyn 
to secure the gubernatorial nomination next year, 
which is pronounced the quintessence of silly 
twaddle; second, that President Cleveland will 
faithfully pursue the civil service reform policy in 
national affairs, which is very probable, and, third, 
that President Cleveland wil make Carl Schurz a 
cabinet minister, which is probably fresh and start- 
ling news to both gentlemen directiy interested. 
All three bits of gossip are very generally believed 
to be solemn _ truths, There ‘ is great 
reason to believe the second alleged pledga. George 
William Curtis, in a speech during the campaign, 
made a statement to the effect that he had talked 
with Governor Cleveland, and felt authorized to say 
that, if the latter became President, the civil service 
policy would be pursued and that no Republican in 
office, who had not misused his office for partisan 

purposes, but had discharged its duties faithfully 
and efficiently, would be disturbed, This assurance 
is being held close and warm to the hreasts of Re- 
publican officeholders in this gity and Brooklyn. It 

is the one slender rift in the rather clouded political 

horizon for them. 

All the exciting interest in the presidential ques- 
tion is confined to the City Council Chamber, where 
the official canvass of New York County is proceed- 
ing slowly, very slowly, t'th little prospect of being 
finished before Saturday. The returns from 
the interior counties do not materially change 

the plurality of Cleveland. The fight is confined to 
New York and King’s counties. Elihu Root sickens 
the Republicans by telling them that Cleveland has 
43,226 plurality in New York County, in spite of 
figuring and refiguring, and now they wonder how 
Elkins decreased 426 votes so readily on Saturday. 
Colonel George Bliss, of Republican counsel, holds 
outthe last remaining straw of hope. He says 
there are 4,000 votesin one shape or another in the 
informal count to which he wil! take exception. Mr. 
Bliss says one-:hird of this number gre defective or 
blank ballots and the rest are Butijer, 8t. John and 
other votes, which he declares were miscounted, ex- 
cluded or otherwise made to aid Cleveland's plural- 
ity. Judge Bartiett, General Barlow and the other 
Democratic counsel smile good-naturedly at Colonel 
Bliss and say they don’t know what it is that has so 
suddenly befogged his head. 

THERE IS CONSIDERABLE UNEASINESS 

felt among Democrats to-night because Tammany 
joined with the Republicans in securing a Repub- 
lican as Gkairman of the Canvassing Board, and a 
dealis feared. But the generai committee says 
there is no danger of any crooked work attempted, 
and that Tammany simply joined the Republicans 

so as to have the whip hand in the proposed con- 
test over counting the vote for Mayor. 

William H. Barker, Assistant Secretary of the 
Republican State Committee, said to-night, in an- 
swer to the question as to his opinion of the cause 
of Mr. Blaine’s defeat: “I don't admit his defeat. 
If you ask me what caused the falling off of the Re- 
publican majority in this State I would say that it 
is due principally to the Prohibition vote. St, 
John polied 40,0U0 votes which belonged OY the Re- 
publican party. If Cleveland is declared to 
have been elected, he may thank the 
St. John men for his success, The “dudes,” 
“pharisees,” “kickers and “mugwumps,"’ had but 
an insignificant influence. Their vote wag almo st 
invisible.

Late yesterday afternoon Brigadier General W. 
8. Harney, of the United States Army, was married 
to Mrs. Mary E. St. Cyr at the cathedral by the Rev.

THE BRIDE'S FAMILY. 

One of the most interesting points about the Har- 
ney-St.Cyr wedding is the fact that the bride ciaims 
to be one of the four living decendants of the great 
Lord Protector, Oliver Cromwell, and that her as- 
sertion of descent from the first English Republican 
is ng ly wg very strongly. Miss Mary Cromwell 
was born in Baltimore in 1826, and came to St. Louis 
some years ago, She was married first to Paschall 
St. Cyr, whose residence, seven miles out of the city 
on the Bellefontaine, was in its time 
one of the chief seats of the old-fashioned h tal- 
ity of St. Louis. Some time after Mr. St. Cyr’s 
death, which occurred about a dozen years since, 
his widow, who waa also his second wife, entered 

he family of Gen. W. 8S. Harney as private secre- 
tary. She was a mealy educated lady, and her cir- 
cumstances compelled her to work for her living. 
She performed the duties so thoroughly that ina 
short time she won the entire confidence of the old 
general, who confided his affairs altogether into her 
hands. Those who knew Mrs. Harney when she was 
Mrs. Silye can recall very ciearly the nature of her 
claim to be one of the few living descendants of the 
great Cromwell. The family papers are all at pre- 
sent stored at Washington, and include mouldy old 
igrees, old letters and old documents which 
eave little doubt upon the minds of those who have 
seen them that the claim is well founded. The de- 
scent runs thus:

This gen- 
tleman was succeeded by his son, Sir Henry Crom- 
well Kut, of Henchinbrook, and was gathered to 
his fathers after securing a fair share of the abbey 
lands given away by old King Hal. Robert Crom- 
well was the next, the son of Henry; he died in 1617 
antl was succeeded by his son, Oliver Cromwell, the 
great Lord Protecter of Englard. Oliver Cromwell 
was born in 1599 and died in 1658, having had four 
sons, Robert, who died unmarried; Oliver, who was 
killed in battle in 1648 Richard, 
who succeeded his father as Lord Protector.and the 
youngest son, Henry, who was born January 20, 
1628 and whe died in 1678. This gentleman had two 
sons, Oliver and Henry. The latter's son Thomas 
was born in 1699: his grandson, Henry, came to 
America and was the grandfather of Mrs. Harney. 
The arms of the Cornwall family, which have been 
preserved, are: Ona field sable a lion gules; the 
crest is a  demi-lion, rampant argent 
in dexter gambagem ring or, the motto, “Pax 

uaeritur bello.” Mrs. Harney has one daughter, 
Miss Mary 8t. Cyr, who is at present at the Sacred 
Heart Convent at Maryville. She has one sister liv- 
ing in St. Louis and relatives in Baltimore and 
Wasnington. 


WHAT THE HARNEY FAMILY SAY. 


A close connection of the Harney fami- 
ly was seen by a Post-Dispatca reporter 
and asked what the members of the family 


thought about it. “Of course,” said the relative 
“Mr. John Harney being out of town and Annie and 
Eliza also absent, there is no one here 
immediately interested. As for the 
rest of us we don't like it, but what 
would you have. Mrs. St. Cyris a very estimable 
lady, of whom all those who know her (I do not) 
speak well. 1f the General were forty or fifty years 
younger, and she aiso were, say, years old, I 
don’t know that any body would have any right to 
object. It seems to me that he is _ old 
enough to know what he is doing, and I don’t think 
that there will be any serious trouble, The 
marriage makes  absoluteiy no difference 
in the position of the heirs, so that their objections 
can be only of a sentimental nature.

The Methods Pursued to Free the 
the Slaves in Brazil. 


An Interesting Chat with a South Amert 
can About His Country—The Condition 
and Prospects of Dom Pedro’s Empire. 


Senor J. Bastian of Porto Alegre, capital of the 
province of Rio Grande do Sul Brazil, is at the 
Southern to-day, having just returned from Europe, 
in which most of his time was spent in Switzerland 
among the mountains. He says that he was not at 
Paris after June, and hence knows nothing what- 


everof the cholera scare. there, but that 
Switzerland had suffered considerably 
from lack of tourists this year, 


owing to the severe quarantine 
regulations existin 
especially between Italy and Switzerland. Most o 
the travelers went north to Norway and Sweden. 
The province in which Senor Bastian lives is in the 
a hern portion of Brazil) and is settled chiefly by 
ortugese, Germans and Italians. The climate is 
charming, ice — almost unknown the year 
pe ant many of the farmers are able to raise 
‘abe, a fh one year. Its principal productions are 


cattle, sheep and tobacco, scarcel 
any coffee being raised there. These 
commodities are exported to the 
United States and to Europe and are also y 


exchanged with the northern rovinces for coffee. 
Senor Bastian spoke in glowing terms of 
THE FUTURE OF B 
and said that the only drawback was the lack of 
Settlers. His province, which is as large as 
rmany, has only about 800,000 inhabitants. and

fully and with very little trouble. The 
work is being done gradually and by 
various means. There is a strong 
anti-slavery party, which devotes its labors to in- 


fluencing public opini 
purchase pinion, and to raising money to 
‘ THE FREEDOM OF THE SLAVES. 
‘There is very iittle troubie attending the freeing 
of the blacks,” said Senor Bastian on this subject, 
and I have heard of no actual outbreaks. In my 
ee there are very few slaves, because they 
Ave not been needed, the chief use for them being 
found in the coffee plantations, where they are con- 
sidered absolutely necessary to the cultivation of 


the crops. To show how easily we are working out 
the question of freeing’ the slaves, 
on the 7th of September, which 
is the anniversary of the independence of the Bra- 


zilian Empire, every city in the province issued a 
manifesto declaring all of the slaves within their 
borders free men after that date. The order went 
into effect on the date and not a slave was to be 
found afterwards. This was only in the cities, but 
I expect within a year that there will not be a slave 
in the whole province.” 

“Is any trouble apprehended in the North?” 

No, I think not. Of course it 
is @& more serious matter there, where 
the slaves are very necessary to the planters and 
constitute a large part of their wealth. When a 
man has two or three hundred slaves he cannot 
afford toturn them loose without compensation. 
There are those who contend that when the slaves 
are freed they will not work any more. This is ab- 
surd. They must eat and they must have clothing. 
When their food and clothing are gone they must 
work, and the planters can employ them. It will 
really be to the advan of the planters. I 
have no doubt that every slave in Brazil will bea 
freeman in a few years. The sentiment is growing 
stronger every year, and they will either be bought or 
their freedom will be deciared. There need bé little 
apprehension of trouble.” 


RECEIVED THEIR DELAYED PAY. 


Maj. Ernst Talks About the Work for River 
Improvement. 

On account of the absence of the Government 
clerks from Washington caused by their exercising 
the right of suffrage at their respective places of 
abode, the money for the payment of the men em- 
ployed by the Engineers’ Department was not for- 
warded at the first of the 
month, and not until yesterday was 
Major Ernst enabled to replenish’ their depleted 
pocket-books. Hehas now supervision over 1,200 
men actively engaged along the Mississippi between 
the Illinois and Ohio Rivers. The force is distributed 
at the following classical resorts: Horse Tail, 190; 
Pull Tight, 180; Twin Hollows, 150; James Smith's 


work on _ the embankment now being 
strengthened to make the town entirely safe from 
any overflow or dangerous flood.” 

“These men are kept pretty busy throughout the 
year,’ said Major Ernst, “and those who have seen 
what they are doing no longer doubt that they are 
working in an important field and will ultimately 
give satisfactory results for their labor in making 
the great waterway of the North to 
the South more efficient as a_ carrier. 
The principal thing now engaging our attention 
is the narrowing of the channel in the hopes of 
deepeni the water. The gradual process by 
which this is done, and by which it is alone possible, 
makes this considerable number of workmen neces- 
sary. Wherethe river banks broaden piles are 
driven six feet apart ona line with the straight 
bank where the indentation is not marked. 
From this outer and first line raws 
of piles are run in to the shore every few fe®t 
and at right angles, or nearly so, with the river's 
current. They are securely braced in order 

TO MAINTAIN THE PRESSURE 

which is brought upon them. From one pile to 
another willow sapli three inches thick at the 
butt and about thirty-five feet long, are crossed and 
re-crossed until they form a net-work. As.the bottom 
of the piles is secured from underscouring, the 
interlaced willowwork forms a material obstacle to 
the current. Now, the object of all this is to not 
only turn the current out into the middle of the bed, 
but also to catch the deposit of earth which is 
swept down, and which, being dropped as it passes 
through each willow net, goes to form an alluvial 
bank which in time becomes substantial enough to 
form the shore. When the alluvial deposit has 
grown to a certain height, young willows spring up 
all over its surface and lend their iffluence to re- 
tarding and changing the stream. Of course, every 
winter or spring the heavy rise in the river and its 
increased volume breaks some of the network. In 
the spring men at once set to work to repairit, and 
by fall it is as strong as ever.” 

“Is this the usual plan of narrowing a river?” 

“Not by any means. In Europe instead of brush 
being built through that stretch of water tobe re- 
claimed solid stone walls are erected. which have 
the effect to more speedily accomplish the result 
we strive after more slowly. Such a system as this, 
however, would be impracticable here, on account 
of the treacherous nature of the bank and 
the mighty force of the river. Some idea of the 
amount of the willows we have to use may be judged 
from the fact that in the vicinity of Cairo 1 
are doing nothing but cutting the sapplings. The 
slow ms emer of winter has enabled us to continue 
our work much longer than we had expected, but in

Charles P. Johnson LInduiges in Some Re- 
marks on the Pruhibition Vote, 

“How do you account for the remarkable shrink- 
age in the Prohibition vote of Missourias you knew it 
to exist just priorto the election?” was asked this 
morning of Governor C. P. Johuson by a Post-Dis- 
reporter, 


“There were several reasons," said be, “for tha 


smallness of the vote. In the first place, when Dr. 
Brooks was nominated, we had a right to expect 
that we could make a pretty sharp issue, because 
General Mariaaduke had put himself very plainly 
on record as opposed to prohibition. Dr. Brooks and 
his friends hoped and exp ected that there would be 
no other candidate in the feld. If there had been 
none, the Brooks vote would have curprised the 
people who have not watched closely tie evidences 
of Prohibition growth in Missouri. But even after 
Foid was nominated, had he refrained from dis- 
cussing that subject, the Brooks vote would still 
have becn very large, When,  how- 
ever, he took the stand he did 
the effect was to utterly disgust the men who had 
been disposed to stand by Brooks, The Democratic 
Pronibitionisis saw very clearly that the only effect 
of giving their full strength to Brooks would be to 
elect Ford, who woul! be even more objectionable 
than Marmadtle. Hence they determined to apain 
take their place within the old pariy tines. Still, 
ten thousand was not a very bad showing, and the 
evidences are stronger than ever that the prohibi- 
tion question is assuining such importance chat it 
must soon become a leading issue between the two 
great national parties. The Prohibitionists of Mis- 
souri saw that it would be unwise to introduce the 
question into national politics at this time, and they 
were opposed to a Presidential nomination 
on that issue. Hence st. Jobn rather 
injured than helped them, and you will see 
by the very small vote that he received that they 
had no nse tor him. Ican assure you that there js 
nothing in this result to discourage the Prohibition 
workers, and that the question will grow right 
steadily. Ihave noticed the women of the country 
took @ much more active part in the campaign just 
ended than in any for the past tweive years, going 
so far as to parade in wniforms in Ohio and Indiana.
